tion of Washington's inauguration tm first 
President of the United States ia published. 
The principal features are the opening of 
the. Exhibition of HUloncal Portraits, 
April 17th; arriral of President Harrison 
from Ehzabethport, and a natal review 
with a centennial ball in the evening, April 
29tb; Thanksgiving'semces in churches, 
those at St. Paul's being attended by the 
President, followed by commemorative 
centennial exercises at the Sub-Treasury 
Building and a great military parade, 
followed by reception and banquet, April 
30ih; industrial and civio parade May 1st, 
and close of the historical loan exhibition 
May 8th. The militury parade will include 
military and naval cidets, troops of (he 
tegular army and the National Guard, the 
following order for each State contingent 
being heuded by its Governor and his 
staff: Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, 
New 


Jersey, Georgia, Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts, Maryland, South Carolina, New 
Hampshire, Virginia, New York, North 
Carolina and Rhode Island. The other 
States follow in tho order admitted into 
the Union. Following will ba 200 com- 
panies of ths Loyal Legion and then poets 
of the Grand Army. The commemorative 
ezercises will consist of prayer by Eev. 
Dr. E. S. Stairs, a poem by John Green- 
leaf Whittier, an oration by Chatinoey M. 
Depew, an address by President Harrison 
and a benediction by Archbishop Corrigan.

O'Brien, of Altnias, who went north with 
the U. P. surveying party, laft the party at 
Badger Springs, Grant county, Oregon, 
ten days ago and returned here. At the 
tin e Billy left the party were at, or near, 
Crane Creek Gap, in Harney county, 
where the line intersected a line of survey 
made some time ago by engineers employed 
by the U. P. people, from Ontario on tho 
Oregon Short Line. 


At this point the surveyors encountered 


a mile of track laid by the Oregon Pacific 
Bailroad Company, which had been placed 
to bold the right of way through the cap. 
It was reported at the time the 0. P. Com- 
pany would put a large force of men at 
work in the canyon grading and tracklay- 
ing, and that trouble was expected between 
the two companies of engineers. 
Crane 


Creek Gap ia the only outlet to the valley, 
consequently all lines are contending for 


O'Brien could not say where the Oregon 


Pacific's line was heading, but presumed 
it also was seeking a route through this 
section. 


From Lake view the route surveyed runs 


through Crooked Creek, along the-east side 
of Albeit lake to Wegontire, in Grant 
county; thence to Badger Springs, to Hoi 
Spring; thence to the valley in which is 
situated Harney and Malheur lakes, in 
iaruey county, thence to Crane Gap, 
where the company would halt and send 
n reports to headquarters. The engineers 
expected to retrace thrir steps over this 
route, for the purpose of setting grade 
stakes. 


O'Brien, from what he heard the en- 


gineers sity, is of the opinion tbat the 
work of building the road will begin as 
soon as possible after the route is accepted. 


The engineers' orders were to push the 


work of survey with all possible speed, 
•'rom Crane Creek Gap to Alturas Ihe dis- 
tance by Ihe line of survey it over 300 
miles.

Pocahontas, daughter of Powhatan, 


manifested a friendliness for (he early- 
white settlers of Virginia when she 
was but a girl. Tbe story of bow she 
saved thi life of Captain John Smith, 
who had been captured and con- 
demned to death by her father—how 
she, on several occasions ,made known 
to the settlers their danger when 
about to be attacked—is well known 
to all acquainted with the early his- 
tory of America. Her subsequent 
marriage with John Rolfe, an Eng- 
lishman—her removal to England 
where a son was born, from whom 
numerous wealthy families of Virginia 
claim descent—is the basis of the 
opinion that President Harrison is one 
of her descendants. 


Whether this be true or not it is, 


however, well-known that President 
Harrison is a descendant of a noted 
family, distinguished alike in peace 
and war.

THE PINE NUT MUKDEES. 


They Are -Believed to Have Been the 


Work of Indians. 


CABSOS, April I.—John Elks, the Indian 


who was killed last Sunday by Madge, had 
a long convsrsation with Oliver Boberts, of 
thin oily, ubout a month before his death, 
which will possibly throw some light on 
the frequent murders in the Fine Nut 
country, which is about twenty-five miles 
from this city. Elks said that for some 
years the white men bad cut timber on the 
Pino Nut Range, and that none of the men 
who out timber Imd nny title to the land, 
ao it had belonged to the Indians for cen- 
turies, The pino nuts are harvested in 
the Fall and ground into flour, and is a 
staple article of food during the Winter. 


Elks complained bitterly of the depreda- 


tions of the timber cutters, and snid that 
they were thinning out the forests so fast 
that the Indians feared that a total failure 
of the pine-nut crop would result. He also 
hinted that the Indians had the means at 
thoir disposal to stop the ravages of the 
timber cutters. It ia therefore quite prob- 
able that the many mysterious murders 
committed in that range of mountains were 
the work of Indians who wish to save what 
they consider their property, and in some 
cases their only means cf sustenance.Q 


The murdered men have all been wood- 


cutters, or engaged in hauling away timber 
and in no instance has a miner been killed. 
Gain does not seem to have been the object 
of the murders, as the parties whoso bod. 
ies were found have seldom had much 
money about them. 


Under these circumstances it'is more 


than probable that the killing of the Cona-
